AtfV  Baldwin,  faid  he  thought  the 
Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  not  a  very  pro- 
per body  to  arrange  this  bufinefs  —  the 
executive  officers  of  government,  the  per- 
fons  who  wire  pofjeffedofthe  proper  do- 
cuments of  informations,  $c  He  then 
read  fundry  refolves  of  the  old  Congrefs 
\n  OHober  1787,  wherein  the  board  of 
treafury  were  empowered  to  enter  into 
treaties  with  purchafers;  and  in  cafes 
fthtre  credit  was  given,  the  purckafer 
received  a  right  to  the  lands,  but  not  a 
deed.  He  alfo  read  the  refolve  of  the 
2  th  Auguft,  1788,  where  [even  equal 
ryme  it>  are  mentioned.  He  had  no 
ob/etlion  to  refer  the  bufinefs  to  the  fe- 
cretary  of  the  treafury  from  the  Houfe 
hit  thought  it  informal  to  refer  the  re- 
port  of  a  committee  to  any  officer  of  the 
government 

Mr  Boudinot  quoted  inftances  where 
in  the  old  Congrefs  had  followed  this 
frafliie 

Mr  Page  hoped  the  Secretary  would 
be  aiuhorijed  by  law,  totreat  withpur- 
chairs.

There 
could  not  b'  any  great  inconvenience  from 
a  ittli  de.ay.  He  wis  therefore  for  di 
gsfl  g  a  regular  Jyflem,  and  not  for  de- 
termining in  any  particular  cafe  until 
that  was  done.
